5. To maintain for the benefit of every citizen the Water and Light Plant, and 
not permit the same to directly or indirectly come under control of private interest, 
and to keep the water and light rates at a minimum. 
6. To assist in every way possible the progress of the city and at all times to 
conduct impartially the affairs of the city for the benefit of the citizens.
